WASHINGTON, May 15.—President 
Roosevelt and William J. Bryan dis- 
cussed Federal and State rights, and 
their bearing on national improvements, 
in the closing hours of the White House 
conference of Governors and noted pub- 
lic men today. 

' fhe 'President declared himself not to 
be chiefly concerned with abstract theo- 
ries of State rights. The one important 

thing, he said, was to be sure of hav- 
ing some sovereign. power which can 
held ‘big corporations and big individ- 
uals’”’ to account for their acts. 

Mr. Bryan said the natural resources 
of the country should be preserved, not 
only against waste, but against mo- 
nopoly. 

The Twilight Land. 

The President said, in part: 

‘“T want to say one word about the 
“twilight land—the power between the 
‘Federal and State Governments. My afm 
in the legislation I have advocated for 

the regulation of the great corporations 
has been to provide sound, effective, 
popular sovereigns for each corporation. 
(Applause.) 

“What I aim trying to find out—not 

negatively, not by. decisions that a State 
cannot act or Ilederal decisions that the 
nation cannet act—is where one or the 
ether Can act, so that there always may 
be some sovereign power on behalf of 
the peopls that they may hold over the 
big corporations, over the big individ- 
uals, too, that an aoe sbility regard- 
ing their acts shall D® had for the 

“benefit of the peopl cApplausc.) 

“In matters that relate only to the 
people within the State, of course, the 
Btate is to be sovereign, and it should 
have the power to act. If the matter is 
such that the State itself cannot act, 
then I wish on behalf of the State that 
the National Government should act. 


Not a Theory. 


“Where this policy (conservation of re- 
“gouirces) can be carried out best by the 
_ State it ought to be by the State. Where 
it can be best carried out by the na- 

‘tion, then the nation should enforce it.

Neckley Farris made a big mistake 
when he teek. 27 dozen suspenders into 
Justice O’Haltlaron’s court Friday to 
show that the rubber in them was not 
good. They stretched very nicely, the 
Justice thought, and He gave judgment 
against Farris on the strength of his 
own suspeuders. And on top of all that, 
the suspenders were seized ‘to satisfy 
the judgment granted against him. 

Farris sells suspenders and similar ar- 
ticles at 610 South Fourth street. He 
bought 61 dozen ‘‘galluses’’ from the L. 
Rosenbaum Suspender Co., New York. 
After Farris had sold 44 dozen he 
claimed to discover that the rubber was 
no good and refused to pay a balance 
of $79:38. _Rosenbaum sued him. Farris 
had suspenders of every hue in court 
to testify for him. O’Hallaren pulled 
them and then pulled his own; for 
which he had recklessly paid 50 cents. 
He could not see much difference  be- 
tween them and gave judgment for the 
full amount. While Farris was out 
looking for an express wagon to haul 
the suspenders away Constables Canty 
and Young seized them under an at- 
tachment.

Surgeons Remove Gray Matter 

Without Impairing Brooklyn 

Man’s Faculties. 

NEW YORK, May 15.—With four 
ounces of brains removed, Jacob Ritz, 
22 years old, of Brooklyn, is preparing | 
to leave St. Mary’s Hospital, appar-| 
ently in good health. 

He shot himself in the head April 3. 
A tumor formed between the brain 
and the wall of the skull, and pressed 
upon the frontal lobes. 

In removing this. the surgeons had 
to take out about four ounces of brain 
matter. It was thought that Ritz’s 
sense of sight and taste would be im- 
paired, but tests showed that they had 
not been affectd.

The association also went on record 
as favoring the prompt passage of u 
bill creating a ‘“‘public service commis- 
sicn.’’ The matter was referred to the 
Legislative Committee of the Associa- 
ticn, with instructions to look into the 
merits of the several bills pending in 
the Municipal Assembly and to urge 
the passage of one that will create a 
commission that will truly represent the 
interests of all the people. 

The committee authorized to arrange 
for the conference on the lighting ques- 
tion is composed of J. F. O. Reller, 
chairman; L. G. Twiehaus, C. C. Crone, 
J. H. Gundlach and Fred Busche. 

The lighting question was brought up 
by Mr. Reller in the report of the 
Board of Directors. Mr. Reller said 
the cost of lighting was unreasonabiy 
high, and that he believed results could 
be accomplished quicker by means of 
& municipal lighting plant than through 
the efforts of a public service commis- 
sion. 

“We should take some steps to re- 
duce the price of light and power,’’ said 
Mr. Reller. “In order to get the move- 
ment ‘started, I am in favor of calling 
a public meeting, composed of the rep- 
resentatives of gre various associations 
in St. Louis. 

City Can Reduce Cost. 

“I am also in favor of the appoint- 
ment of a public utilities commission to 
investigate the lighting question and 
recommend reasonable rates.” 

After the meeting Mr. Reller said he 
believed St. Louis should establish a 
municipal lighting plant on a large scale 
and sell electricity to the public. 

“By doing so the city can reduce the 
cost of light and power to the consumer, 
and at the same time get light and 
power for streets and public buildings 
without cost. 

“As soon as practical, I shall call to- 
gether representatives of the other busi- 
ness, civic, ward improvements and la- 
bor organizations, to start the move- 
ment.”

CLAIMS HE HAS 
MAJORITY NOW 
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Statement Says That Secretary 
Has 83, More Delegates 
Than Necessary.

Taft’s campaign manager, Frank H. 
Hitchcock, in a statement issued this 
morning, declares that Secretary Taft 
now has 57/4 pledged delegates to the 
Chicago Convention, or 83 more than 
is necessary to ornate him on the 
first ballot. 

The anti-Taft allies, on the other 
hand, give him in their most liberal es- 
timates only 360 pledged votes, or 141 
less than is necessary to nominate. 


Estimate Is Denied. 
Disinterested returns received jn 


Washington, from the State and dlis- 
trict conventions, including yesterday's 
convention, give Secretary Taft a total 
of about 460 vetes, or 31 less than nec- 
essary to nominate. 

Eighteen delegates remain to be elect- 
ed. Of these, several, it is known, will 
pe contested, including the four deéle- 
gates at large from Texas. ‘On the 
strength of this situation, the anti-Taft 
forces, claiming 269 pledged votes, de- 
clare that the nomination is still worth 
fighting for and that the outcome will 
depend largely upon 132 contests. which, 
they say, will be carried to the National 
Committee: The statement of Mr.

Sheriff to Dig fer More Bodies. 

‘Sheriff Smutzer today announced that 
he would resume digging in and about 
Mrs. Gunness’ “private graveyard.” 
Finding of more watches in the ruins 
and a number of new inquiries for miss- 
ing persons leads him to believe more 
bodies are buried on the premises. 
Smutzer also will dig under the barn, on 
information that the building was 
moved and a without apparent 
cause within three years. 

Mrs. Greening, mother of Emil Green- 
ing, the Oklahoma sweetheart of Jennie 
Olsen, has notified the Sheriff she is 
sure there are bodies in Fish Trap Lake, 
near the Gunness place. The Sheriff 
will drag the lake. 

Letters from all over the pamers fur- 
nishing clews continue to pour in on 
Mayor Darrow and other officials.

“2 Bone Fragments New Clew, 


A fragment of bone found yesterday 
is believed by Sheriff Smutzer to be 
part of the jawbone ef Mrs. Gunness. 
It has been turned over to Coroner 
Mack, and will be examined by several 
physicians. If it is found to be the jaw- 
bone of an adult, it will strengthen 
greatly the evidence that Mrs. Gun- 
ness is dead. The Sheriff also claims 
to have found what looks like a frag- 
ment of scalp with traces of hair ad- 
hering. 

‘There is no question but that the 
piece of jawbone found in the Gunness 
farm is from a human being. Further- 
mere, it bears a strong resemblance to 
the lower ‘jaw of Mrs. Gunness.”

Notwithstanding their failure to mar- 
ry, Numata and Miss Buerkle celebrated 
a wedding feast Thursday night at the 
home which Numata has Ctted up for 
his bride-to-be, 914 North Fourteenth 
street. Their guests were half a dozen 
white girls, a number of white youths 
living in the neighborhood, and Togo 
Taskha, Numata’s partner in business. 
An Italian orchestra of six pieces sup- 
plied music for dancing. 

The banquet of pickles, scrambled egg 
sandwiches and beer, furnished by Nu- 
mata’s restaurant, was served en a 
platter by Taskha. Numata, nursing 
his grievance against the license clerks, 
sat in a corner, and even his fiancee 
could not tempt him to take part in 
the. festivities,

Tax of $1.75 Per Capita. 

“There are 80,000,000 people in the 
country, ~ each one will be called on 
to contribute $1.75 per annum to the cof- 
fers of the railroad companies. This 
is an average of $9.33 from each family, 
or almost twice as much as the aver- 
age family pays in taxes and about §2 
more than the average contribution. to 
religious purposes, 

“It would pay the average man’s life 
insurance for six months, buy food for 
his family for over ten days, clothe 
the members for a month, pay the rent 
for five weeks, or meet more than three 
quarters of the annual expenditures on 
vacations and amusements. It would 
increase the cost of living all around 
by approximately 1 1-2 per cent. 

Rhoads Should Share Burden. 

“If the railroads are losing money, 
so are the shippers, and so are the 
workingmen who are out of work or 
on short time, and we hope that this 
conference will result in so rousing the 
consuming and shipping public that the 
railroads will be forced to abandon 
their selfish policy of attempting to 
shift all the burden of hard times to 
the shoulders of the public. The rail- 
roads shared bountifully in the pros- 
perity of the last ten years. Let them 
now pay their share of the nation’s re- 
duced income.”’ 

The principal address was delivered by 
Fred W. Upham, president of the IIIi- 
nols Manufacturers’ Association, who 
gave in detail his reasons why such an 
increase should not be made at this 
time. He said in part: 

Increase 14 Per Cent. 

“The territory upon which the in- 
creased tax is to be placed, according 
to report, is the most fertile freight 
producing district in the world, and it 
ays the official classification railroads 
almost $1,000,000,000 in freight. It is 
claimed the advance is only 10 per cent, 
but this. statement is not supported by 
figures. If our investigation is correct, 
the advance in some instances exceeds 
14 per cent. 

r. Upham then called attention to the 
fact that while the railroads are con- 
templating increasing their freight rates 
they are also reducing their gross ex- 
penses. 

Freight Rates Too High. 

Referring again to the proposed in- 
crease, Mr. Upham said: ‘Freight rates 
are very much higher in proportion to 
the cost of handling the business than 
passenger rates. The New York Cen- 
trai earned $1.22 per passenger train 
mile, and $2.61 per freight train mile. 
The entire earnings of the company 
from operation came out of profit on 
rergnt traffic. * 


All Crossings Named. 
The report names all the grade cross- 


ings in St, Louis, and quotes from the 
reports of police captains to show that 
many of them are without watchmen 


and guards. 

All told, there are 253 grade crossings 
in St. Louis, the report says, many of 
which are so dangerous as to-constitute 
a peril to the lives of people. The re- 
port says: 

“The incoherent. indecisive and weak 
reasons for delayed grade-crossing leg- 
islation, as given to the City Council by 
the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, impresses your Commit- 
tee with the fact that it would be well 
to relieve Mr. O’Reilly from further 
embarrassment in answering for his 
neglect of duty in the future ag well as 


in the past. 

“We seriously doubt that decisive 
steps will ever be taken to abolish grade 
crossings by so unpositive a character, 
and we strongly urge other channels 
through which results may be accom- 
plished. 

‘“‘We recommend the vesting of execu- 
tive power where it will be executed, 
and we look with the deepest mortifi- 
cation upon Mr. O'Reilly's self- 
confessed restraint of this power, to 
the detriment of the city, and even 
to the sacrifice of the lives of our 
citizens. 

Defense Not Accepted. 

“We cannot accept the weak-kneed 
defense that he has not taken the ne- 
cessary steps because the _ railroads 
would not grant waivers to claims for 
damages against the city. 

“We indorse Councilman Crunden in 
his plan to create a commission of 
capable engineers to abolish the grade 
crossings. Mr. O'Reilly protests against 
this commission, saying the Board of 
Public Improvements can handle the 
question, and yet .in 18 vears, under the 
Board, but one grade crossing has been 
abolished.”’ 

The committee, of which R. Lee Or- 
cutt is chairman, recommended a joint 
committee, composed of representatives 
of all the business and civic organiza- 
tions, to work in pursuance of Council- 
man Crunden’s plan.

HELD UP ARMED GUARD 





Tramp Released Two Who 
Were Bound and Gagged 
“by Robbers. 





EL PASO, Tex., May 15.—It is report- 
ed here today that the posse in pur- 
suit of the bandits who robbed the 
Wells-Fargo express office yesterday 
has found the trail of the robbers and 


is close upon them. The robbers are 
riding desperately northward into the 


* foothills. 


The pursuit was begun at French, N, 
M., where the daring hold-up 6ccurred. 
Agent W. M.: Wiegand, who was forced 
to surrender when the robbers threat- 


fened to kill him and who saw them 


begin work on the safe in his little of- 
‘fice, was able to give a good descrip- 
tion. of the men. 

The officers of the Wells-Fargo com: 
pany refuse to say ow much cash 
was taken. Since the money was that 
consigned to the Dawson coal. field to 
pay the employes of the Phelps-Dodge 
company, it is believed the first esti- 
mate of $35,000 is correct. 

Armed Guard Accompanied Money.. 

The money was sent from  Albu- 
querque, N. M., on the Santa Fe No. 
10. It was necessary to transfer it at 
French, and a special guard, heavily 
armed, accompanied it. The guard took 
the treasure into the station at French, 
and he and the agent locked it in the 
safe. Then they locked the door of 


the station. 


They heard the window smashed and 
turned to look Into the muzziles of two 
rifles. They held up their hands aud a 
third-robber broks open the door. 

He covered the guard aod agent with 
revolvers and the first iwo came in and 
disarmed and tied and gagged them. 
Then the-safe was dynamited and the 
money taken. , ; 

Tramp Peleases Prisoners. 

The bandits left the agent and guard 
bound. Half an hour later a tramp 
wandered in and reteased them. They 
were almost unconscious. The alarm 
Was sent to several places. Bilood- 
hounds were sent from the Santa Fe 
Penitentiary. Thirty deputies and 5C 
horses left Kast 8s Vegas on a special 
train in aalf an hour after the news 
Was received and the chas2 begin.

Declares It a Mistake Which 
Will Soon Be Cleared 
Up. 





George D. Merryman, until recently 
First Lieutenant of James Eads How’s 
Industrial Army, and Mrs. Frances L. 
Chappell, a widow, are held at Police 
Headquarters pendihg investigation of 
a chargé that a check for $1033 de- 
posited with the Mercantile Trust Co. 
by Merryman is worthless. 


A warrant charging Merryman with 
having in his possession a forged check 
was issued Friday afternoon. 

It is alleged also that Merryman drew 
other checks against the one which he 
deposited and gave them to downtown 
department stores for goods bought for 
Mrs. Chappell. 

The prisoners say that a mistake was 
made and that inquiry at Syracuse, N. 
Y., will show that the check is good. 


Clearing House Rejected Check. 

The complaint was made by William 
Maffitt, an officer of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., who told the police that the 
check had been returned by the Clear- 
ing House as worthless. 

Detectives, by following a _ § trunk 
bought by Merryman and paid for with 
a check, traced him to the Planters 
Hotel, where it was found that the 
register book bore the entry ‘‘George D. 
Merryman and wife, Seattle.’’ This en- 
try was written Thursday. 

The woman supposed to be Merry- 
man’s wife was pointed out to the de- 
tectives. They followed her to the la- 
dies’ waiting room of the hotel. She sat 
there all night, apparently waiting for 
someone. 

Merryman arrived early Friday and 
the two were arrested. 

Were to Have Been Married. 

“‘We were to have been married to- 
day,” said Mrs. Chappell. ‘‘That is the 
only reason I consented to registering 
as man and wife. We never went to 
the room assigned to us. Mr. Merry- 
man went out and said he would be 
beck in a short time, and I remained 
in the waiting room. 

“The check is all right. It represents 
an estaté ‘iaht' to me by my husband’: 
uncle, a man named Bell. He had no 
family and he left me a widow’s share 
of his property. The check is properly 
signed by James Callahan, Clerk of the 
Probate Court of Syracuse. 

‘I was ill and unable to deposit it and 
I asked Merryman to do so. As we 
were to be married soon, I told him he 
could deposit it in his name and draw 
on it if he saw fit. 

Says Money Is in Syracuse. 

‘My husband was a contractor in St. 
Louis and he was killed in the tornado 
in 189%. I have been: accustomed to 
handling money and if I had deposited 
the check this mistake would not have 
been made.’”’ 

The check bears ‘the indorsement of 
Charles Vogel and of Merryman. Mrs. 
Chappell’s name appears only on its 
face and there it is written “F. L. Chap- 
pell.”’ 

At noon Mrs. Chappell told the po- 
lice that $1200 to make good the check 
is in the office of the Adams Express 
Co. at Syracuse, N. Y. Officials of that 
company in St. Louis say that it has 


no ‘office in Syracuse. 
Recently Attempted Suicide. 


Merryman came from Cincinnati 
three months ago to aid Jamés Eads 
How in obtaining work for the un- 
employed. ‘ 

Three weeks ago he ¢limbed into 
the tower of the Second Baptist 
Church and took poison. It failed to 
work. He said he meant to take pois- 
on, cut his throat with a razor and 
jump from. the tower, but his nerve 
faile@him.

An investigation of conduct and conditions in 
the Board of Public Improvements is made im- 
perative both by open criticisms which have 
put that office in issue and by a showing of delay 
in public works, coupled with exéessive expendi- 
tures without apparent reason or justification. 

The public asks, Why? And it is for the Mayor 
to explore the facts and satisfy the inquiry. 

Once a question is raised of the integrity or 
economy of any important office, this course is 
inevitable. The Board of Public Improvements 
ig one of the most important and most powerful 
agencies of the city’s government. Both from 
this fact and from the fact of the arbitrary power 
vested in it ‘and the consequent danger of temp- 
tation or abuse, it was especially incumbent upon 
this office to hold itself above serious criticism 
or grave charges. 

Because of the delicate nature of its functions 
it is always an office to be watched, deserving of 
the most careful public attention. And in pro- 
portion to its power and importance is the weight 
of the citizen’s demand to know the _ truth, 
whether it has been maladministered. 

GOV. FOLK’S DEMOCRATIC RESOLUTION. 

Gov. Folk’s ingrained Democracy asserted itself 
when he presented a resolution at the conference 
of Governors providing that the organization be 
made permanent and that “future meetings be 
held at such times and places as the Governors 
here present shall direct.” 

Some people interpreted his action as one of 

hostility to the President, who had revealed a 
disposition to “run” the Governors, but such ev!- 
@ently was not the fact. The conference of Gov- 
ernors was had on the initiative of Mr. Roose- 
velt, who is now in his last year of service as 
President. If good is to come of it there must 
be further meetings, and, so far as the measures 
relating only to the States are concerned, it would 
be useless to depend upon future Presidents for 
the necessary energy. 

Mr. Folk’s resolution was wise and timely. We 
have national conventions of Attorneys-General. 
Why not of Governors? 
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_ SELF HELP AS AGAINST MONOPOLY. 
The showing made in the Post-Dispatch the 
other day as to the number of large consumers 
of electric light who are putting in plants of their 
own was highly instructive. 

No better evidence than this is needed to estab- 
lish the fact that most of the rates made by the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. are exces- 
sive. In this, as in many other instances, over- 
capitalization furnishes the incentive and the 
excuse for overcharging. While the monopoly is 
oppressing consumers in an attempt to meet its 
inflated fixed charges and dividends, every man 
who can relieve himself of its burdens should 
most certainly do so. 

The small consumer is face to face with a more 
serious problem, but by co-operation with his 
neighbors, ‘on the one-block system, he, too, may 
secure relief.

NO HOPE IN USURPATION. 
The President’s threat in the presence of the 


Governors that if Congress does not perpetuate 
the Inland Waterways Commission he will do 80 
himself was, like most threats, in bad taste. 

Objection has been made in Congress to ‘h’ 
appointment of so many commissicus by 
President on his own motfon. Ai dis. -.icu. 
commissions acted without compensation and 
paid their own expenses, but now Cengress finds 
each year that’ money is demanded to meet the 
bijls incurred by various bodies never authorized 
by it. This amounts to personal government like 
that which obtains in Russia. The President cre- 
ates a commission, clothes it with certain powers 
and practically appropriates money for its sup- 
port. 

It will readily be believed that if the President 
had been less precipitato in the matter of the 
Waterways Commission Congress would have had 
a livelier interest in the subject. In this, as in 
some other respects, wrong action even in sup- 


and retards enterprises which ought to flourish. 

A thing of prime importance to be taken into 
consideration in relation to threats is the ability 
of the man making them to carry them into ef- 
fect. To threaten action which cannot be taken 
or to hold out fearful menaces which capnot be 
fulfilled is to make one’s self ridiculous, and no 
President of the United States can afford to do 
that. 

If Congress were disposed to take Mr. Roose- 
velt at his word it could refuse to appropriate 
‘money for these extra-legal commissions and it 
could positively forbid the use by any one of the 
executive departments of public money for such 
purposes. Moreover, if it were so moved, it 
could punish by imprisonment and by impeach- 
ment every officer, from the President down, who 
presumed to ignore its will. 

Such expressions as this are not unusual in the 
case of Mr. Roosevelt and so they escape the at- 
tention which they might otherwise receive, but 
they are to be deplored nevertheless. 


The Middle West is profoundly interested 
in the subject of river improvement, but it 
has no hope of accomplishing this great work 
by means of executive usurpation. 
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FIERCE SOUTHWESTERN SOCIALISTS. 

Some of the most radical delegates in attend- 
ance upon the National Socialistic Convention at 
Chicago are from Oklahoma and Texas. Even the 
experienced and somewhat excitable gentlemen 
from the great cities find these Southwesterners 
too intent upon immediate results to be alto- 
gether agreeable associates. .-

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ILLINOIS HAS SNAKES IN HER BOOTS. 

Alas that Illinois, so lately swept by a wave 
of enforced temperance, should so soon develop 
snakes in her boots! 

It was but the other day that this imperial 
commonwealth put 1500 saloons out of busi- 
ness, and behold now in a comparatively restrict- 
ed locality a single grand jury finds 58 true bills 
for bootlegging, and the bootleggers are pleading 
guilty. Probably 58 would have to be multiplied 
a number of times to get at the whole number 
of peripatetic human taps within the borders, 
and we wonder whether the total would not ex- 
ceed the stationary ones retired. 

While “human liberty’’ ought not to be in-

Since it is better, on principle, that laws once 
undertaken should be enforced, let us wish the 
advocates of enforced abstinence better luck than 
they have had in Maine and Kansas.
